Competitive research contracts and 
grants at Aubum totalled more than $22.4 
million in 1986-87, up 18 percent from 
the previous year's total of slightly more 
than $18.9 million. In addition, the new 
total represented an increase of more than 
three times the total of just five years ago, 
when research awards totalled only $6.1 
million. 

For each state dollar appropriated to 
Aubum for research programs last year 
the University generated more than an 
additional dollar through outside con 
tracts and grants. An additional $9.4 
million was brought in through contracts 
and grants for instructional services, along 
with $5 million produced through other 
activities including various types of 
extension work. 

Of the $22.4 million wral, half came 
from federal sources. Industry accounted 
for 23 percent, with 17 percent coming 
from the state and the remaining 10 
percent from other sources. The College 
of Engineering received the largest share 
of the contract and grant funding, with 
a total of $83 million. Others receiving 
funds included: Agriculture and the 
Alabama Agricultural Experiment Station, 
$3.1 million; Architecture, $72,000; Bus- 
iness, $10,000; Education, $1.8 million; 
Forestry, $2 million; Human Sciences, 
$99,000; Liberal Arts, $294,000; Pharmacy, 
$604,000; Sciences and Mathematics, $3.1 
million; Veterinary Medicine, $924,000; 
University Administration, $2 million; 
Archives, $25,000; and the Alabama 
Céoperative Extension Service, $39,000. 


Fisheries Named

Pharmacy’s Born 
Awarded NIH 
Grant for Study 


Dr. Charles K. Bom, associate professor 
of pharmacology, recently received a two 
year National Institutes of Health grant to 
study the effects of a common chemical 
compound on heart rate and blood 
pressure.

The MMA research came about due to 
a problem encountered in another 
research project.

After a process 
of elimination, researchers discemed that 
the rats’ lack of response stemmed from 
their breathing of a floor finishing 
compound containing MMA. 

MMA is commonly used in plastics,

Professor Awarded 
Fulbright Grant 
For English Study 


Dr. Thomas Nunnally will travel to 
Finland this spring with a Fulbright grant 
to study his native language—English. Dr. 
Nunnally, an assistant professor in the 
English Department, will work with 
scholars at the Abo Academy in Turku, 
Finland, in a study of the development 
of English grammatical structure since 
Medieval times. The three-month project 
will be supported by a $4,400 Fulbright 
grant from the U. S. Information Agency 
and a matching grant from the Aubum 
Office of Research.

Auburn Research 
To Help Save 
Haiti’s Forests 


Aubum will lead a $2.7 million project 
to rejuvenate Haiti's depleted forests. The 
project is sponsored by the U. S. Agency 
for International Development through a 
contract awarded to the South-East 
Consortium for Intemational Develop 
ment, of which Aubum is one of 34 


member institutions. The grant, which is 
among Aubum’'s largest, comes only one 
year after the School of Forestry received 
a $492,500 contract for a similar project 
in India 

Sociology professor Dr. Paul D. Starr 
and associate professor Robert K. Dixon 
of forestry will lead a team consisting of 
faculty members from the School of 
Forestry specializing in silviculture, forest 
pathology, tree physiology, and nursery 
management. Research will center around 
production of viable seedlings in Haiti's 
50 nurseries, improvements in seedling 
survivability, improving Haitian atitudes 
toward growing trees, and improving seed 
sources. Duc to severe population pres 
sure and poor use of forest resources, Haiti 
currently only eight percent 
forestland, down from an original figure 
of 80 percent

Here and There— 


A Remarkable Lady 
By Jerry Roden, Jr. "46 


More than two months have passed since 
Henrietta Worsley Davis died at the East Alabama 
Medical Center on November 7, 1987. During that 
time I have read several and heard 
many expressions of appreciation 
for the life and service of this 
unusual lady who devoted almost 
fifty years to making Auburn a better 
and more interesting place in which 
to labor, learn, and live. All those 
tributes reveal that Mrs. Davis 
eared respect and won affection as a wife and 
mother, a church and civic worker, and a journalist 

The loveliest and most complete memorial 
column on Mrs. Davis has been the one penned 
by her husband, Neil Owen Davis, for The Auburn 
Bulletin of November 18, 1987. That piece was so 
nearly perfect that my first inclination after reading 
it was to request that Kaye reprint it in place of 
my column this month. I have refrained from acting 
upon that inclination only because a significant 
measure of the honor due Henrietta Worsley Davis 
arises from attainments achieved jointly with her 
husband, attainments about which Neil wrote either 
modestly and generally or not at all 

When Mrs. Davis became a permanent resident 
of Auburn soon after her marriage to Neil Davis 
on November 5, 1938, she came not as a stranger 
to the area or the town. She was bom in Lee County 
on July 12, 1914, as the daughter of William 
deLaunay Worsley and Etta Blanchard Worsley. She 
grew up in nearby Columbus, Georgia, where her 
father was city attomey for many years and her 
mother was an author and a historian. 

After attending public schools in Columbus, she 
studied at Hollins College in Virginia and at Auburn 
University, from which she received a degree in 
English Journalism in 1935. While in college, she 
was a member of Phi Kappa Phi, national scholastic 
honor society; Mortar Board; and Kappa Delta 
sorority. And she was associate editor of The Auburn 
Plainsman. 

Upon graduating from Auburn, she worked at 
a radio station and with newspapers in Georgia 
until her marriage and return to Auburn. Back here. 
She was employed by the Auburn University News 
Bureau briefly and then joined the staff of The Lee 
County Bulletin (later renamed The Auburn 
Bulletin), which her husband had founded in early 
1937. Thereafter, she served as associate editor of 
The Bulletin for thirty-five years until her retirement 
in 1974. During those years, she and Neil developed 
The Bulletin imo an outstanding community 
newspaper of enduring excellence and at the same 
time reared a family of three fine children 
Katherine Worsley Davis Savage, Henrietta Lee 
Davis Blackmon, and Neil Owen Davis, Jr 

The Bulletin which Neil and Henrietta Davis 
and their associates published was essentially the 
product of Neil and Henrietta’s keen intelligence 
and great personal and professional integrity. It won 
many prizes for excellence and was, as a recent 
Plainsman editorial notes, “arguably one of the 
best community newspapers in the country.” 


+ 


Foremost among the features for which The 
Bulletin was noved were its bold, forthright 
editorials, which more often than not flew into the 
face of the popular opinion of the moment. In 
a special column on The Bulletin's fiftieth 
anniversary last year, Neil Davis noted that the 
purpose of The Bulletin had been “to inform, 
sometimes to entertain, always to stir thought.” He 
then explained The Bulletin editorial policy thus: 
“We never wet a finger and held it to the wind 
to find out where majority opinion might lie. Rather, 
we took stands on the issues out of conviction 
and on the basis of what we believed to be the 
best interest of town, state, and nation. And we 
can say fifty years later that we never consigned 
to a dunce cap and stool in the comer those who 
disagreed with us.” The words are Neil's, but as 
the quotation suggests implicitly, the principles 
enunciated and practiced were shared equally by 
the husband and wife team which guided The 
Bulletin 


A deep commitment to tolerance was especially 
characteristic of Henrietta Davis. Her concer with 
equity for all people provides one of the fondest 
memories from my 1948-1951 journalistic apprent 
iceship with The Bulletin. Either very late one 
Wednesday evening or very early one Thursday 
moming, during a lull between the first and the 
final proofreading of Bulletin pages, Mrs. Davis 
treated Fowler Dugger, jr., and me to an impromptu 
discourse on the difficulty that the tolerant have 
in developing any tolerance of the intolerant. She 
spoke so eloquently that since then I never have 
forgotten that tolerance properly served becomes 
a demanding taskmaster indeed, but one which 
I believe that Mrs. Davis served about as well as 
anyone can. In his tribute to her, Neil said: “I never 
heard her say an ugly word about anyone.” That 
affirmation accords well with all that I have heard 
and all that I remember about the lady 


In the months since Mrs. Davis's death, many 


people have spoken favorably of The Bulletin's and 
the Davises’ courageous editorial and personal 
stances on various controversial matters and 
especially of their appeals to common sense and 
conscience during the civil rights revolution of the 
fifties and sixties. Most people, | think, realize that 
The Bulletin could run counter to majority opinion 
and survive relatively unscathed in part because 
of the Davis inclination to attack issues rather than 
persons. But fewer seem aware that The Bulletin's 
success rested in large measure upon the strict 
observance of another principle: a firm and clear 
separation of news and opinion. 

The effort to inform and to do so reliably was 
a matter of top priority for Neil and Henrietta Davis 
and other reporters who worked for them. Getting 
and printing the facts, the unvamished truth, stood 
as the first order of business for The Bulletin news 
staff. Careless investigation ‘and reporting repre 
sented grievous errors, and tampering with the facts 
to meet the demands of a personal or an editorial 
bias constituted the unpardonable sin of journal 
ism. Many people who rarely agreed with Bulletin 
editorial positions relied upon The Bulletin's news 
columns for accurate reports on the issues and 
events of the day. And Henrietta Davis was one 
of the most reliable reporters and the most 
scintillating writers of straight news stories I have 
ever known. In addition, she was an excellent 
feature writer, proofreader, editor, shop supervisor, 
and business manager. From time to time, 
especially during her husband's sometimes 
prolonged absences on civic duties in various 
positions, she did almost everything there is to do 
around a newspaper office and in a printing plant, 
and she performed expertly in all that she did. 

Through The Bulletin, Neil and Henrietta Davis 
affected favorably the course of countless lives and 
the development of the Auburn community and 
of Auburn University. And through other profes 
sional and personal activities they exerted a 
wholesome influence upon the lives of many other

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people. For many years, both The Auburn 
Plainsman and The Auburn Alumnews were 
printed in the Bulletin plant, and their editors and 
other staff members spent considerable time in the 


they had something important to offer...” 

Before and after their retirement, both Neil and 
Henrietta Davis were energetic church workers, 
with each having served as an elder of the First 
Presbyterian Church and as a member of the Board 
of Directors of the Presbyterian Community 
Ministry, an organization which provides interest 
free loans to the neediest citizens of the community. 
The intense efforts exerted upon behalf of the 
Community Ministry by the Davises reveal more 
clearly than words their commitment to a belief 


fund which bears the name of Neil and Henrietta 
Davis. 

Virtually throughout their adult lives Neil and 
Henrietta Davis have been enthusiastic participants 
in the political activities of our state and nation. 
They have looked upon political activity not merely 
as a civic responsibility, or even simply as an 
Opportunity to improve the conditions of our lives, 
but asa joyful exercise of both the rights and duties 
of democratic citizenship. They have found politics 
a stimulant for wholesome activity and the source 
of invigorating conversation. In moments of leisure, 
either of them could launch into a fascinating 
discourse on politics at any level: local, state, or 
national. In my experience the only peer that either 
of them had in the art of political conversation 
was the other, and in my opinion our country would 
be a much safer, a much better, and a much more 
delightful place if we all emulated the Davises in 
zestful commitment to the party and candidates 
of our choice. 

All the achievements of Henrietta Davis become 
even more notable when we realize that she 
suffered from a variety of debilitating illnesses 
throughout a large portion of her life. Sometimes 
it seemed that she came back from the brink again 
and again only through an indomitable will to live 
fruitfully once more. Yet, I never heard her 
complain of the pain she bore, and Neil has 
affirmed: “through the long years of her illness 
she never gave up, nor did she ever feel sorry for 
herself.” 

One final comment seems desirable to round 
Out the outline of this sketch. Throughout the essay 
to this point I have attempted to portray Henrietta 
Worsley Davis as essentially compassionate, gentle, 
from the testimony of others and from my own 
Observation through some forty years of acquain: 
tance. However, it is necessary to note explicitly 
that these tender qualities were undergirded by 
some of stronger fiber which gave form and 
Substance to her character. Her intellect was keen 
and penetrating, and her resolution upon matters 
of principle stood as firm as steel. Thus she was 
rarely deceived and was never swayed by the 
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fashionable notions that come and go. She was 
a remarkable lady and one of the most memorable 
people I have ever known. Knowing her was a 
Privilege which I shall not forget so long as my 
memory endures.

February: A Time to Reflect

February is the month of hearts and flowers, 
of valentines and sentiments. In my family, it's also 
a month of birthdays and anniversaries. This month 
my niece Sonia Lovvorn Seay tums 21; my nephew 
Scotty King turns four; and my brother, Harold 
Loworm, and his wife, Betty, celebrate their 
wedding anniversary. 

And I, too, celebrate an anniversary, but this 
one has to do with my other “family.” This issue 
begins my 2st year of editorship of The Alumnews 
Ten years? Maybe. But 20? No way! Impossible. 

On Feb. 1, 1968, when I followed in Jerry Roden's 
and Fowler Dugger's footsteps at The Alumnews, 
every aspect of publication was different. For one 
thing, as the only staff member, I did it all. I decided 
on every story, tracked down every fact, wrote every 
word (except for Jerry's column), every head, every 
alumnality, every cutline. I read every proof and 
decided which stories went on which page, and 
how much white space to leave between them 
A year after I took over, Richard McLean, a 
journalism student, came along as my first assistant, 
followed by Susan Burket in another year. There 
were early intems, Jan Boyd, Colleen Pike, and the 
first non-student assistant, Ruth Whelchel, who 
helped keep me sane. 

1 banged out the copy, literally, on an old gray 
Royal, the oldest typewriter in the office—no 
electric, correcting selectrics for The Alumnews 
until the eighties—and then took the pages 
complete with strikeovers and penciled-in 
corrections to The Auburn Bulletin, headed by Neil 
and Henrietta Davis, both of the Class of "35 and 
who along with Jerry and Fowler introduced me 
to the real world of journalism. Each line of type 
clicked out of the linotype by Pete Richardson or 
Hershel Bass as my speedily (but inaccurately) 
typed Alumnews copy became pristine-looking 
galleys. And the Bulletin office became another 
home, where my face was almost as familiar as 
in the Alumni Office. 

1 had a key to the Bulletin back door so that 
I could rush in and out, leaving copy, picking up 
proofs, or moving in to complete proofreading or 
layout. Monthly deadlines came often and I 
scheduled the rest of my life around the Ahumnews. 

As it seems to do in every business, progress 
with its benefits and detriments came to printing 
and thus to The Alumnews too. Hot type became 
cold type; Le., what had once been done with lead, 
ink, and paper now involved computers and 
photographic processes before it got to the ink 
and paper stage. Finally, The Bulletin was sold and 
Alumnews printing business went elsewhere. While 
the actual printing was done in Montgomery, our 
type began being set at University Printers where 
Connie Lewis, Bill Jones, and I survived the 
frustrations of learning a new system together. Since 
those first few months, University Printers has gone 
through at least two other printing systems and 
a couple of dozen typesetters. Meanwhile back at 
the Alumni Office, we kept adding graduates every 
quarter, encouraging them all to stay in touch. The 
number of Alumni kept growing and so we 
increased The Alumnews from 16 pages, to an 
occasional 20, and then 24, and 28, and 32, and 
36. Last year, we broke the 40-page boundary for 
the first time, and last issue with the listing of donors 
to Aubum University for the 1986-87 fiscal year, 
we hit 48. And if the budget would handle it we 
would probably have 48 this issue. Instead, we've 


changed our In Memoriam style and we're holding 
hundreds of alumnalities. 

The Alumni Office itself changed. We became 
more involved in Development. Joseph B. Sarver, 
Jr. °37 had pioneered fundraising at Auburn as he 
did many other programs involving alumni with 
the Engineering Emergency Fund in 1958 and then 
Development Drive in the early sixties, and Annual 
Giving in 1964. We added development officers, 
and took on campaigns for the Vet School, the 
Pharmacy School, the Business School, and finally 
the Aubum Generations Fund. About this time, we 
became officially the Office of Alumni and 
Development 

Meanwhile I kept writing and proofreading and 
writing heads and doing layout, assisted by students 
ranging from first quarter freshmen such as Mary 
Ellen Hughes to graduate students such as Thom 
Botsford, Ruth Schowalter, Sam Hendrix, and Mike 
Jemigan. For a couple of years, The Alumnews had 
a full-time assistant editor, but lost the position 
to budget cutbacks and the Generations Fund. Most 
of the time | have depended on student assistants 
and journalism intems—and a terrific bunch they've 
been over the years, including those mentioned 
above along with Bill Leonard, Robin Meyer, David 
Boyett, III, Pat McArthur, Charles McCartha, Anita 
Stiefel, Dan Shell, Mary Mason, Mary Myrick, and 
Auburn Circle editors and staffers such as Jan 
Cooper, Mark Winne, John Hitchcock, and Jimmy 
Weldon, who also made contributions to The 
Alumnews. 

These days it’s quite different. In fact it's so 
different, I'm not sure how well I've adjusted. Even 
with the help of great student assistants, I still did 
almost everything except write alumnalities and 
some features. Two years ago we added a fulltime 
secretary and a fulltime assistant editor, and | 
received some additional responsibilities. How- 
ever, when push came to shove, I still did what 
needed to be done, edited every story, proofed 
every proof, did the layout, wrote the headlines,

bit with a lot of different projects, publications, 
etc., and seldom visit University Printers. Oh, I have 
a stack of features I want to write (Dean Hobbs" 
retirement story, a feature on Pharmacy, etc), 
columns | mean to do, books I want to review, 
but in this issue you'll find my writing limited to 
this column and a brief story on page 3. Ninety 
nine percent of this issue of The Alumnews was 
written, edited, proofread, and designed, by 
Managing Editor Mike Jernigan '80 and Assistant 
Editor Mary Ellen Hendrix ‘84 (Mary Ellen Hughes 
who's mentioned above, now married to former 
fellow Alumnews writer Sam Hendrix) with the help 
of Donna Thomell, who's editorial assistant with 
The Alumnewsamong her many other assignments, 
and the student staffers Laura C. Bamwell, Steve 
Stiefel, Karen Price, Cheryl Duke, and the latest 
addition to the staff, David Wimberley. Like you, 
I'll be reading most of the copy for the first time 
when the Post Office delivers it. 

Where our copy used to be written and tumed 
over to a linotype operator or a typesetter, these 
days The Alumnews like everything else is 
computerized. No longer do we take stacks of pages 
of Alumnalities to the printers. Instead we take 
floppy disks. The errors that Alumnews staffers fail 
to catch in proofreading have no second chance 
for a Lynn or a Debbie or a Fern to save us from 
ourselves. Oh, they do still make a correction for 
us when we send the proof back, but they never 
correct us because it’s somebody they know, as 
Fem used to do, or because they know we really 
didn’t mean to say that 

The IBM correcting selectric typewriters that Pat 
Keller and I were so proud of eight years ago and 
students fought over three years ago, now sit 
unused except when one of us has to address an 
envelope, fill in a form, or type something in an 
emergency when the computer is down. 

As I noted at the beginning of this column, 
February is the month of sentiment and also a 
month of beginnings and looking forward. The first 
issue of The Alumnews came out in February— 
February 1946. 

In addition to The Alumnews and other 
publications, my staff and | have other responsi 
bilities. In fact, staffers Lydia McClendon, Melody 
Graves, Barbara Banks, and Charlotte Cope have 
no responsibilities with The Alumnews Obviously 
The Alumnews has been a big part of my life. it 
will continue to be, although many of the activities 
1 used to do now are being handled by Mike, Mary 
Ellen, and Donna. And I want to say thanks to many 
people who have made my first 20 years with The 
Alumneushappy: To Jerry Roden, Jr., ‘46 and Fowler 
Dugger, Jr., with whom I worked on The Alumnews 
before 1 became editor; to former Executive 
Directors Joseph B. Sarver, Jr., '37 and George L 
(Buck) Bradberry, for whom I worked as editor 
of The Alumnews, and to Executive Director Jerry 
F. Smith ‘64, who added a secretary, an assistant 
editor and a managing editor to The Alumneus 
staff and new challenges to my job at the Alumni 
and Development Office; to all The Alumnews 
staffers, past and present; to the Alumni and 
Development staffers past and present who have 
always given me encouragement and support; to 
the faculty of Auburn University who are its heart;

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Auburn Home to 
Wide Variety of 
Publications

Most faculty members at Aubum suffer 
similar circumstances: hectic class sche 
dules, hours of grading papers, university 
and department committee assignments, 
and the desperate search for research time. 
Wrestling with one’s schedule is almost 
commonplace. However, a small contin 
gent of the faculty manages to find time 
for an added task—editing a professional 
publication. 

Professional publications come in all 
forms at Auburn. Most label themselves 
journals, some are proceedings, some 
look like books, and some shyly appear 
in newsletter form. Others boast a slick 
magazine style. But most share some 
similarities. The editors usually produce 
the publications on a volunteer basis, with 
litle of no financial suppon from the 
university. Many are the brainchildren of 
Sponsoring societies or associations. A few 
of the lucky ones have fulltime, on 
campus editorial assistants. And almost all 
of the anicles published are refereed, 
which means that a submission is 
reviewed by at least two experts before 
the editor decides to accept Of reject an 
article or retum it for revision. 

What prompts these editors to give their 
time? Their comments indicate the basic 
impetus is a love for their fields. Profes: 
sional publications provide the perfect 
medium for an exchange of research and 
stimulate activity in sponsoring associa 
tions. Editors also note the satisfaction 
derived from issuing a publication to 
readers, who in many cases, are world. 
wide. 

Below follow brief descriptions of 20 
professional publications based and 
edited at Aubum. Many faculty and staff 
members work on other publications, but 
they are not mentioned because their 
‘home base" and main editor are 
elsewhere 
COLLEGE OF EDUCATION 

The Alabama Association of School 
Psychologists Newsletter, published 
two to three times a year, provides 
@ssociation news and related articles on 
psychological methods. Edited forthe past 
three years by Associate Professors 
Thomas A. Wood and Joseph Buckhalt, the 
six-year-old newsleuer is funded by the 
psychology association and has a distri 
bution of 300, primarily within Alabama. 

“Submissions are solicited from 
members; however, editors supply most 
ofthe material,” said Pro& Wood. Members 
are encouraged to send in articles on 
findings in their field, including new 
Procedures and research reports, since the 
editors are attempting to make the 
Rewsletter more of an “outlet for prac 
Uitioner dissemination.” 

Dr. Norma Walters, assistant professor 
and coordinator of health occupations 
cducation, edits the Journal of Health 
Occupations Education. The refereed,

official publication of the National Health 
Occupations Education Division facilitates 
communication among health care pro- 
fessionals on current research methods 
and program trends, findings and issues 
in the field, and new books which affect 
health occupations education 

Dr. Walters wrote the publication's 
original guidelines, became the firs editor 
in December 1985, and saw the first issue 
printed in spring 1986. Assistance comes 
from the associate editor, Dr. James 
Wilmoth, professor, research consultant, 
and statistician at Aubum. While the main 
editorial offices reside at Auburn, sub 
scripdons, printing, and distribution are 
handled through the managing editor, 
Beverly Richards, at Pennsylvania State 
University. Published in the spring and fall, 
the Journal travels to subscribers both in 
and outside the U, S. and averages five 
articles and three to five book reviews per 
issue. Subscriptions provide the revenue 
for publication. 

The Journal of Research in Child- 
bood Education, published and funded 
by the Association of Childhood 
Education Intemational, examines the 
education of children from infancy

through adolescence. Steven Silvern, 
associate professor of Curriculum and 
Teaching, has guided the Auburn-based 
joumal as associate editor for two years. 
In its third year, the publication emerged 
from a prospectus created by Prof. Silvem 
and Editor John Cryan of the University 
of Toledo to provide a research alterna. 
tive to Childbood Education, the flagship 
publication of the association. 

Although the editor works at another 
university, the Journal has been based at 
Auburn since its inception. Definite 
benefits result for Aubum, as explained 
by Prof Silvern: “The relevance for Aubum 
is a recognition that Auburn suppons a 
quality research program in Childhood 
Education. This recognition is especially 
important in federal grants, where wwo- 
fifths of the consideration is given to 
recognition that the staff and the university 
have the ability and resources to complete 
a given project.” 

The refereed journal international in 
scope, circulates 1,500 copies per issue. 
It is published in the spring and fall, but 
next year's plans will increase frequency 
to quarterly 

First appearing 13 years ago, The 


Kodaly Envoy promotes the philosophy 
of Hungarian composer Zoltan Kodaly. 
The Envoy provides a quarterly, refereed 
joumal for its sponsor, the Organization 
of American Kodaly Educators (OAKE). 
Editor Barbara C. Kaplan, associate 
professor in the Department of 
Curriculum and Teaching, explained that 
part of OAKE's purpose is “to promote 
the Kodaly conception of music education 
in the United States and to encourage the 
aesthetic, musical, and general growth of 
the person at all stages of dev 

in accordance with the Kodaly 
conception.” 

Dr. Kaplan has been editor since the 
journal came to Auburn in June 1986. Its 
circulation of 1,750 includes OAKE 
members in the U. S., Canada, and abroad, 
as well as some libraries, schools, and 
selected music businesses, The 
predominantly American-circulated jour- 
nal also distributes a lange number of 
copies to Canada and Hungary. 

The publication covers a variety of 
music education topics: folk song and ar 
music, choral music, instrumental 
teaching, composers, book and music 
reviews, conference papers, and articles 
on all levels of musical experience. This 
las topic appeared in the most recent 
issue with an intriguing article, “Music for 
the Unbom Child.” Because Dr. Kaplan 
teaches several classes that employ 
Kodaly's concepts, her classes benefit 
directly from her editorship. Students have 
access 10 new materials and anicles and 
may be involved in the editorial process, 
especially if a proposed doctoral program 
in music education is approved. 

Another benefit resulted from Dr. 
Kaplan's negotiation with the Ralph 
Brown Draughon Library to maintain 
OAKE archives, offering added research 
possibilities and giving the university 
added distinction in the field of music 
education. 

Envoy, which is funded by a small 
fraction of OAKE membership dues, is 
available through membership and 
subscriptions. 

The Professional Educator repre. 
sents years of work for a husband-wife 
team in the College of Education. Dr. John 
C Walden, a professor in the Department 
of Educational Foundations, Leadership, 
and Technology, has edited the journal 
since 1982 with the help of his wife and 
associate editor, Gayle T. Wakden, exten- 
sion program associate. Sponsored by 
Auburn's College of Education and the 
Alabama Association of Teacher Educators 
(AATE), the journal publishes book 
reviews and refereed articles on develop. 
ments, issues, and trends in teacher 
education, particularly in Alabama. 

The journal has appeared semiannually 
(spring and fall) at Aubum since 1978 and 
helps maintain an important bond 
between the university and the AATE. The 
Professional Educator circulates 
nationally to 400 readers, and the 
Association of Teacher Educators recently 
commended it as being among the top 
five journals of its kind in the U.S. 

The Southern Journal of Occupa-

“The image of the 
state inevitably benefits as well as we draw 
contributors from as far away as Greece, 
England, France, Switzerland, Germany, 
Austria, Sweden, and Israel. But we 


encourage local talent as well.” 
SHR has won acclaim from many 
sources, including a listing in Best 


American Essays 1986 and the regular 
selection of many SHR poems for the 
Anthology of Magazine Verse and Year 
book of American Poetry. Also, an SHR 
contributor, Greg Johnson, won the 
prestigious O'Henry Prize for his short 
story. Other well-known writers, including 
Joyce Carol Oates, have published in SHR 


under the leadership of Pharmacy Profes. 
sor Emeritus George M. Hocking, who was 
sole editor from 1974 to 1986 and has 
been co-editor since 1986 with former 
Aubum Professor John A. Beutler. The 
Journal publishes quarterly, with each 
issue going to scientists and libraries 
worldwide. 


The refereed publication's content 
includes history, taxonomy, ecology, 
geographical distribution, histology, 
morphology, chemistry, methods of 
identification, pharmacology, and folk 
lore of crude drugs. Now in its 25th year, 
the Journal is published in Lisse, Nether- 
lands. 


COLLEGE OF SCIENCES AND 
MATHEMATICS 

The Journal of the Alabama 
Academy of Science, headquartered at 
Aubum University since its inception 58 
years ago, serves its readership with 
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scientific articles ranging from the natural 

sciences to the social sciences. The 
Academy and its journal are affiliated with 
the American Association for the Advance 
ment of Science. All the Academy activities 
are directed toward increasing interest in 
science throughout Alabama. Dr. William 
H. Mason, Associate Dean of Academic 
Affairs in the College of Sciences and 
Mathematics and Alumni Professor, has 
edited the refereed publication for the 
past 11 years. 

The quarterly journal receives about 
one-third of its financial suppor from 
Aubum, one-third from 13 colleges and 
universities throughout Alabama, and 
one-third from the Academy. Membership 
to the Academy of Science includes a 
subscription to the Journal, accounting for 
800 to 850 of the publication's readership. 
The other 400 subscribers are institutional 
mostly libraries. The only requirement for 
membership is a professed interest in 
science in the state of Alabama. 

Dr. Mason encourages submission of 
articles to the Journal but papers must 
be authored by members of the Academy 
The journal publishes 15 to 20 full-length 
articles and about 200 abstracts per year. 

Some articles are very technical, but 

xhers fall into general interest, such as 
a recent article on the Red Mountain 
Museum and the Dolphin Island Research 
Laboratory in Mobile Bay. The main 
criteria for acceptance are quality and 
relevance. 

It's really hard to build the stature 
of a state or regional journal. You're not 
going to get the truly great papers because 
authors go first to national journals,” Dr. 
Mason said. “However, some high-quality 
papers, especially ones that deal specif: 
ically with Alabama, come to us because 
of our regional nature.” 

Topology Proceedings publishes 
proceedings of the Annual Topology 
Conference. The journal began in 1977, 
following the 1976 Auburn topology 
conference when professors in the Math 
Department volunteered for the job. The 
publication, which distributes two issues 
Per year, consists of three distinct sections: 
tefereed research and survey articles, 
research announcements, and unsolved 
problems in topology. 

Circulation rests at 350, with about half 
overseas. Funding comes from subscrip 
tions and a small National Science 
Foundation grant; no sponsor supports 
the publication. Technical editor and 
research associate Donna Bennett 
commented: “This publication gives 
Auburn University a wide range of 
exposure, since it goes to more than 150 
foreign libraries. It also enhances the 
topologists at Aubum because they are 
recognized as one of the strongest groups 
of their kind in the country.” 

Four of the five editors for Topology 
Proceedings work in the Foundations, 
Analysis, and Topology Department at 
Auburn: Professor Gary Gruenhage, 
Professor Wlodzimierz Kupperberg, Asso- 
late Professor Piotr Minc, and Professor 
Phillip Zenor. 

COLLEGE OF VETERINARY 


Domestic Animal Endocrinology 
Started in 1983, when five Aubum pro- 
fessors discussed the need for a journal 
tO promote basic research in domestic 
animal species. They incorporated, estab- 
lished an editorial board across the nation, 
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and called for papers. The first issue 
debuted in January 1984. 

Those five professors include Editor 
James L Sartin, associate professor of 
physiology, and the associate editors: 
Roben J. Kemppainen, associate professor 
of physiology; Dennis N. Marple, professor 
of animal sciences; John F. Pritchett, 
professor of zoology; and C. Hardin Rahe, 
assistant professor of animal sciences. The 
quarterly journal is distributed to about 
360 subscribers in the U. S., Asia, Europe, 
and South America. Funding comes from 
publication and subscription fees. 

Antcles concem any aspect of endo- 
ctine physiology and are generally basic 
research papers on such topics as the 
beain's control of reproductive hormones, 
growth hormones, or physical properties 
of placental lactogen. Also, wo or more 
review articles from internationally recog 
nized scientists appear each year 

The Proceedings of the Annual 
Veterinary Medical Forum, sponsored 
by the American College of Veterinary 
Internal Medicine (ACVIM), covers pres 
entations at ACVIM’s annual conference. 
Editor Guy Pidgeon, associate professor 
in the Small Animal Department, des 
cribed the importance of the Proceedings 

“The annual meeting has as many as 11 
simultaneous sessions, so an individual 
cannot attend more than 10 percent of 
the lectures, Also, the printed information 
eliminates, or at least greatly reduces, the 
Need to take notes during talks. 

The 1987 Forum was the fifth meeting 
Dr. Pidgeon edited the 1986 and 1987 
Proceedings and is committed to edit the 
1988 and 1989 editions. The scope of the 
publication varies from year to year but 
always provides an update on many topics 
in veterinary internal medicine. 

All Forum attendees receive the 
publication as part of the registration fee. 
Members of ACVIM who do not attend 
may purchase the book at cost, and others 
May purchase excess copies after the 
needs of the College are met. Also, two 
copies of the Proceedings are donated to 
the colleges of veterinary medicine in the 
U.S. and Canada. 


AU Center Helps 
Fight Alabama’s 
Dropout Crisis

Paulie is a high school dropout. Sixteen 
years old, he quit school during the ninth 
grade. Older than his classmates, he'd 
repeated an earlier grade. He seemed like 
a good guy in school—he never used 
drugs or alcohol, was active in extracur- 
ticular events such as football, and usually 
did his homework—but still made bad 
grades most of the time. He didn’t have 
a job while in school, but now, faced with 
limited employment prospects and cam. 
ing power, he must find one. 

Paulie misses the day when he was 
fespected by his parents, hard workers 
who kept their lower class family afloat 
despite being dropouts themselves. His 
father never made it past eleventh grade, 
can't read or write, but luckily found work 
as a crafisman. After a few years of life 
as a dropout—long, hard days working 
at a dead-end job with litle chance of 
escape—Paulie will likely continue his 
education and make a more concrete 
future for himself.

Paulie is not real, but rather a character 
representative of some very real statistics. 
Not all high school dropouts share these 
cheetless characteristics—some may not 
apply at all—but a highly-publicized study 
done in 1986 by Auburn researchers 
William Spencer and Lisa Bearden 
Suggests that a majority of dropouts share 
similar backgrounds to Paulie. The study 
was funded by the Governor's Education 
Reform Commission and conceived by the 
Dean of Education at Auburn, Jack 
Blackburn, who heads the Alabama Center 
for Dropout and Illiteracy Prevention 
based in Auburn's College of Education. 

The Center uses information such as 
that gathered by Drs. Spencer and Bearden 
to help identify potential dropouts and 
inform local and state school officials of 
ways to keep them in the classroom 

Primarily, the Center is a clearinghouse, 
Dr. Blackburn explained, “We publish a 
quarterly newsletter that provides infor 
mation and leadership to agencies com. 
batting illiteracy and dropout problems. 
School systems, civic and rotary clubs, big 
businesses, national and educational 
organizations, and the public are all 
attempting to deal with the problems in 
ways that will have a positive impact on 
today’s ‘at risk’ youth, 

‘Since the correlation between educa 
tion and earnings is well established, the 
dropout rate in Alabama has severe 
economic consequences for the state,” he 
continued. “School districts lose revenue 
when a student drops out, so everyone 
suffers as a result. Our society is just 
beginning to recognize the personal, 
social, and economic problems affiliated 
with high school dropouts. 

The Center provides research and 
information on these problems. “We're 
compiling a network to aid 
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communication among school systems, 
educational and governmental organiza 
tions, and the Center. The National 
Dropout Prevention Network (NDPN) is 
the first national effort to establish 
linkages among dropout prevention 
practitioners, researchers, and program 
Supporters. 

The Center was created after the 
alarming results of the Spencer/Bearden 
study were revealed. The study, which 
sampled 400 dropouts statewide, indi 
cated that as many as 37 percem of 
Alabama public school students enter 
society without the basic entry skills to 
make a reasonable living. More than 50 
percent of the adult population in 
Alabama has no high school education, 
and of these, 202,536 are functionally 
illiterate. Many of them end up dependent 
On state suppont, thus adding to the strain 
on the state's limited economic resources. 
According to the State Department of 
Education, 42 percent of the welfare 
receiving mothers in Alabama have no 
high school diploma. As of August 31, 
1987, there were 463,968 welfare cases in 
Alabama, costing the state more than 
seven million dollars per month. 

Many dropouts end up on state support 
through another state agency—the Ala 
bama Bureau of Prisons. The Montgomery 
Advertiser recently reported that more 
than 50 percent of all inmates in Alabama 
prisons have less than an eighth grade 
education, and 90 percent never finished 
high school. For males, obtaining a high 
school diploma means an income 
differential of about $5,000—for females, 
$2,800—so many of these inmates saw 
time as a way to improve their status. 
The cost of maintaining each inmate is 
$9,233 annually, of which the average 
Alabama family now pays $104.92 a year.

By 1999, the Bureau estimates that the 
average family will be spending $941 per 
year just to keep the prisons running. 

Given the often harsh results, why do 
people continue to drop out of school? 
According to Drs. Bearden and Spencer, 
lack of self-esteem is the most common 
problem. Each dropout sampled in their 
study was asked to consider sixteen 
different factors cited and to rate each in 
order of imponance. The majority 
tesponded that they had serious problems 
with teachers and administrators, and felt 
that providing more respect and under 
standing for students would greatly lower 
the dropout rate. 

“It was interesting to discover that the 
human relations component is such a 
strong factor in the decision to drop out, 
Dr. Bearden said. “Many of the students 
sampled felt that they just werent wanted 
They frequently expressed the sentiment 
that no one cared whether they were in 
school, but it’s obvious that schools do 
care and are trying to help.” 

“There were those,” added Dr. Spencer, 
“who had dropped out three or four years 
prior to being sampled who said that the 
school did try to keep them in and that 
they were sorry they had left. Those who 
had dropped out more recently had fresh 
hostilities and frustrations. Some needed 
social and emotional suppor, although 
most of those we surveyed had the 
academic ability in terms of test scores.” 

In addition to confidence-related 
difficulties, discipline problems are 
another factor frequently cited as a reason 
for dropping out. “Some fail earlier grades 
and are overage once they reach high 
school,” Dr. Spencer said. “They have a 
harder time accepting the rules, so many 
become discipline problems. Most of 
them eventually go back and take the GED 
toute. That way, they don't feel out of place 
among younger students.” 

‘Whatever their reason for dropping out 
however, Dr. Spencer explained that most 
dropouts share a desire to eventually 
complete their education. “Many of those 
we sampled wanted—maybe as a result 
of their employment experiences—to 
continue their education in some form. 
Some of them suggested that having'rap 
sessions’ in schools, presented by drop. 
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outs, would present students with a 
realistic assessment of what they're going 
to face once they get out of school. 
Students who think of nothing but relief 
from school have disillusioned them 
selves, because if they drop out they're 
going to find equal frustration, only from 
a different source. 


Alabama Governor Guy Hunt unveiled 
some of his long-awaited education 
reforms last November with the goal of 
providing “quality education to all of our 
state's children, regardless of where a 
child may attend school.” His “return to 
basics” in the classroom plan may greatly 
enhance the educational opporunities of 
children who see their school days as 
wasted time, but there is evidence that 
reforms which require more work from 
students would also increase the dropout 
rate. “Gov. Hunt wants each school to 
make up their own programs to help 
students threatened by pregnancy, 
Substance abuse, and other problems 
which may lead to dropping out of 
school,” said Dean Blackburn. “He wants 
to get everyone together to face this 
problem. We need more counselors in 
schools with high dropout rates to identify 
potential dropouts and give them special 
attention as individuals. 

Dr. Bearden agrees. “Counselors who 
can identify potential dropouts at an early 
Stage are vital. There are signs one can 
detect, and potential dropouts need help 
early to circumvent this feeling that no 
one cares." How early is such help 
Necessary? According to Alabama Depart 
ment of Education statistics, school 
dropouts include children as young as 
third graders 

The problem affects each Alabama 
citizen. In addition to the financial burden 
it causes, society deteriorates when a 
growing number of its members cannot 
Participate intelligently in social, eco 
nomic, and political affairs. The tragic 
issue of illiteracy and dropouts in Alabama 
may never be completely resolved, but 
the efforts of state and local educators, 
combined with the leadership and 
tesearch provided by the Center, may 
enable Alabama to help increasing 
numbers of her students remain in school

Do you 
remember such moments when you were

of reading along in books and baving no 
need to analyze the reading, to set up some 
kind of explanation for a class

In 1964, when Ward Allen came to 
Auburn, college campuses had not yet 
erupted in turmoil Aubum co-eds were 
reading about the new topless fashions 
in Paris, about the new wide-legged pant 
suits, and The Beatles. Young men were 
growing their hair into “bangs” and were 
concemed about a fellow named Namath 
who was arch rival Alabama's quarterback 

“Students were more carefree then, 
Dr. Allen remembered in an interview 
with the Circle, Auburn's student maga 
zine, “you could see them walking along 
to school in the mornings and they would 
have a happy look on their faces. Now 
I've noticed that you see students and they 
don't have that happy cheer in their faces. 
But then you speak to them, and their 
faces break out with good cheer. What 
would you say might be the difference 
in life to take away a happy disposition 
when you're by yourself just walking 
along?” 

A native of Nashville, Tenn., Dr. Allen 
received all three of his degrees at 
Vanderbilt University, where he studied 
with the Agrarians. His teachers were the 
founders of New Criticism, an analytic 
criticism that focuses on the form of 
literature. It typically notes the language. 
imagery, and emotional or intellectual 
tensions. Dr. Allen's specialty is Renais 
sance literature. And although his 
scholarly achievements during his twenty 
four years at Aubum are impressive, it is 
the mark he has left as a teacher that sets 
him so clearly apart for many Auburn 
graduates. 

One graduate student recalls, “On the 
firs day of class in Sixteenth Century 
Verse, Dr. Allen arrived with a poem by 
Thomas Campion written in longhand on 
a piece of notebook paper. Under his arm 
was a large two-volume set of books that 
1 came to know as the OED (Oxford 
English Dictionary). We spem the entire 
hour discussing the words in those six 
lines of poetry. I can't honestly say that 
I remember much about Thomas Cam: 
pion, but I remember that dictionary, and 
I remember how he taught me to respect 
the use and power of words.” 

The “character” that Dr. Allen was to 
become to a generation of Auburn 
students partially came with him that Fall 
of 1964. According to a now-retired 
professor, “Ward always dressed ‘old’. He 
loved the look and mannerisms of the 
Southern gentleman. But it was never a 
tole for him. He is the real thing” His 
suspenders, lace-up shoes, hats, tiny 
spectacles, and impeccable manners 
became his trademark. 


He spoke politely and decorously. He 
opened doors—for men and women. He 
stood when women entered the room. In 
later years, he would have to begrudgingly 
abandon the latter habit as he discovered, 
“the young ladies no longer seemed to 
know that they were to be seated before 
I sat down. After standing through several 
office appointments, I had to change my 
tact and only stand momentarily to 
account for this modernism.” 

He was a teacher who would lobby 
with zeal for a woman student or col 
league to pursue a career in a traditionally 
male-dominated field. He could talk to 
the brawniest football player with intel 
ligence and genuine emotion about 
Saturday's game. He could tell a car 
shopper what the latest consumer mag: 
azine advised on the new cars of the year. 
He could tell a young deer hunter about 
how George Gascoigne (1539-1577) set 
the hunting lore and traditions that are 
popular today. 

Perhaps it is an injustice that I do not 
include his comments on his favorite 
writers, or on his philosophy of education, 
or on his many publications. He certainly 
has, and would again, spoken at length 
and with clarity on these and many other 
topics of interest. But the Ward Allen I 
knew was a teacher. He was courteous 
to those of us who knew so much less 
than he. He was patient. He was kind to 
a fault. And above anything else, he 
wanted his students to do well. He wanted 
them to study and to ultimately do what 
would make them happy 

His retirement is a happy occasion. He 
is now free to “study everyday while my 
mind is fresh.” And he says that he has 
so much to leam. 

Today I sat in an opulent corporate 
boardroom, many hundreds of miles away 
from Aubum, and listened to a room of 
executives thrash out, word by word, their 
company’s “mission statement.” | thought 
about Dr. Allen and how he would have 
enjoyed and been encouraged by such a 
meeting. | thought about what was 
missing—the OED. He would never have 
allowed such an omission. 

Sometimes at the end of a long day 
that has been meted out in meetings. 
airplane delays, and office politics, I think 
of Dr. Allen's first words to me, “/ still 


can't believe my good luck at finding a 
job where they pay you to read books

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Can Spot Hear ? 
Hearing Aids 


For Dogs May 
Provide Hope

If you're one of the many dog owners 
whose pet sometimes ignores your calls, 
take heart. Your seemingly stubbom dog 
may not be able to hear you. But thanks 
to Curis Smith's routine visit to his 
veterinarian’s office to get his dog its shots, 
help may soon appear in the form of 
hearing aids for dogs. 

Dr. Smith, a professor in Auburn's 
Department of Communications Dis 


who's been fitting his own human patients 
with hearing aids for 26 years. After his 
veterinarian said yes, he asked about 
treatments. “Medical problems were 
treated with antibiotics, but there wasn't 
much that could be done for physical 
impairments. 

“My veterinarian said that if 1 could 
do something about hearing losses among 
dogs, I would make a significant 
contribution to veterinary medicine, 
because there is currently no treatment 
alternative for dogs with hearing 
impairments.” 

After Dr. Smith had thought about the 
idea for a week or so, he ran into a friend 
who worked in the College of Veterinary 
Medicine. Dr. Smith asked him if he knew 
of any veterinary faculty members who 
Specialized in canine hearing disorders. 
Coincidentally, Arvie Marshall, who 
Published several papers on the hearing 
of dogs while at the University of Georgia, 
had recently joined the faculty. 

Dr. Marshall, an assistant professor in 
the Anatomy and Histology Department, 
was excited about the idea, according to 
Dr. Smith, “I knew about hearing aids, and 
he knew about the testing of dogs’ 
hearing. Between us we thought we could 
figure out some way to make dogs hear 
better.” 

Their first prototype design basically 
took a “human approach,” said Dr. Smith. 
"We made an impression of the ear, and 
then made a hearing aid that would 
conform to the impression.” 

This approach proved more difficult 
than expected because of the complex 
interior design of a dog's ear. “The first 
design didn’t work well because of the 
multiple ridges and grooves in a dog's 
ear canals,” Dr. Marshall noted. “These 
made the aid difficult to inser.” A second 
design attempt, taking this factor into 
account, proved more successful. “The 
Next prototype looked like a 45 caliber 
bullet, which is pretty big,” said Dr. Smith. 
“We had a lot of puppies whose ear canals 
Were just not big enough, so this design 
Worked only in big-eared dogs.” 

Drs. Smith and Marshall then designed 
@ third model, which fits in the ears of 
smaller dogs and somewhat resembles a 
Wine glass. This prototype proved the 
Most successful and is currently used in 
all the experiments. To be fitted with this 
third generation of the “Original Pet 
Hearing Aid,” said Dr. Smith, “A dog must 
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have healthy extemal cars, at least some 
hearing capability, and an owner who has 
the time to condition his pet to the aid 

“Dogs hate wearing the aid initially,” 
exphined Dr Marshall. “It takes three 
weeks for any animal to be trained to wear 
it, but after the initial discomfort, they 
grow to like it. In fact, they want to have 
it put in. 

The success of the entire program 
hinges on this initial adjustment period, 
according to Dr. Marshall. The dog must 
adjust not only to the presence of the 
hearing aid in his ear, but also to sounds 
that he may not have heard for quite some 
time. During the first week, the subject 
dog wears the aid for 10 minutes a day, 
then increases to 30 minutes a day by the 
end of the week By the second week, 
the dog should wear the aid at least three 
continuous hours a day. During the third 
week, the dog may wear the hearing aid 
during the owner's waking hours. After 
three weeks the aid may be wom the 
entire cay. 

Once the two professors developed a 
working hearing aid for dogs and a 
conditioning program for its use, they 
began to consider marketing their device. 
Through contact with other university 
researchers and practicing veterinarians, 
they gauged a need for the aid “Texas 
A & M and Tufts University are currently 
doing research with us,” Dr. Smith 
explained. “I taught the neurologists at 
their small animal clinics how to fit dogs 
with the hearing aid and each clinic now 
has half a dozen aids” The veterinary 
Programs at the Universities of Texas and 
Tennessee have also expressed interest in 
the devices. 

"We're trying to get as many clinics 
as possible around the country interested 
in this so that owners don’t have to travel 
as far to have this service,” said Dr. Smith 
“Right now, I know a number of vete 
rinarians are very interested. We surveyed 
520 of them in the Alabama area, and 
about 90 percent were interested in using 
the aids as a treatment alternative.” 

Dr. Marshall added that such interest 
is essential if the aids are to be made 
commonly available. “What I'd like to see 
is practicing veterinarians becoming 
aware that there is an alternative. If a client 
‘wants to aid his dog's hearing, he should 
be able to have this option.” 

He also noted, however, that the aids 
will likely be used mostly in specialized 
cases. “Some dogs, such as seeing-eye 
dogs, have to be able to hear well to 
perform their roles. As far as the average 
dog goes, it's the owner who has a pet 
that's very dear to him who will be the 
most likely to have his dog fited—usually 
people who've had their dogs 10 to 15 
years. People just want their pets’ hearing 
quality to return to what it was when they 
were puppies.” 

Other pets may also eventually benefit 
from hearing aids, but so far, Drs. Smith 
and Marshall haven't found the time to 
work with other animals. “There's no 
reason why we can’t fit cats,” Dr. Smith 
said. “We just haven't had the time yet.” 

The future development of animal 
hearing aids seems rich in possibilities, 
Dr. Smith noted. “It’s a wide-open field 
which provides different opportunities 
every day.” What next? “Contact lenses for 
dogs,” Dr. Marshall concluded. “They can’t 
be much stranger than hearing aids.”

Tigers, Orangemen 
Tie One on in ’88 
USF&G Sugar Bowl 


ht was the kind of clutch drive that 
Auburn fans have become used to during 
Jeff Burger's two-year tenure as the Tigers’ 
quarterback. Trailing 16-13, with only 1:59 
showing on the clock, Burger and the 
Aubum offense took over at the Tiger 25. 
They were facing a determined Syracuse 
defense which had shut them down most 
of the afternoon. 

There would be no running plays. Like 
the final drive that beat Georgia Tech 
midway through the season, this series 
would be via the airways. Twelve passes 
later, 11 of them completions, Aubum 
found itself at the Syracuse 13-yard line 
with time left for one more play. 

Coach Dye didn't hesitate. In went sure: 
footed kicker Win Lyle, and his 30-yard 
field goal on the next to last play of the 
game gave the Sugar Bow! its first tie ever. 
Dye's decision set off howls of protest 
from Syracuse players, coaches, and fans— 
who felt that Aubum should have gone 
for the win by trying to get the ball to 
a tiple teamed Lawyer Tillman in the end 
zone—but Dye said his team had played 
too hard to lose. 

Losing seemed a remote possibility 
after Aubum got off to a fas stan— 
mounting a 68-yard scoring drive on its 
third possession with the help of a 58- 
yard, trick-play pass from wide receiver 
Duke Donaldson to fellow wideout 
Lawyer Tillman. At that point, it seemed 
that the game would be a high-scoring 
contest. But both defenses stiffened, and 
after Syracuse answered with a 58-yard 
scoring drive of their own to knot the score 
at seven, the game tumed into a defensive 
struggle. 

The Tiger defense, forced to play 
freshmen at both comerback spots due 
to the loss of Kevin Porter to ineligibility 
and Alvin Briggs to injury, held Syracuse 
quarterback Don McPherson—the 
nation’s best passer—to only 140 yards 
through the air. But with the defense 
Spread out to protect against the pass, and 
facing constant pressure from the Tigers’ 
defensive line, Syracuse went to the 
running game with more success. The 
Orangemen ended up with 174 yards 
tushing, and would have had more were 
it not for five Auburn sacks of McPherson. 
Once backed up in their own territory, 
however, the Tiger defense stiffened every 
time, and Syracuse was able to add only 
three field goals—the last with under two 
minutes remaining in the game—to their 
early touchdown. 

The Aubum offense proved equally 
unable to sustain a drive after its early 
success. Despite the offense’s 229 passing 
yatds, penalties and the inability of the 
Tigers’ running game to get untracked (22 
tushes, 41 yards) kept Auburn in poor field 
position for most of the contest. Unable 
to get into the end zone after their first 
quarter score, the Tigers had to rely on 
the foot of kicker Lyle to keep them in

the game. Prior to kicking the field goal 
to tie the game, Lyle hit kicks of 40 and 
41 yards to give the Tigers leads of 10- 
7 and 13-10. 

Despite Syracuse's protests, Dye 
refused to apologize for his decision to 
te. Pointing to Syracuse coach Dick 
MacPherson's decision to kick a field goal 
late in the game rather than go for a first 
down on fourth and inches, Dye said he 
fek the chances of the Tigers getting it 
in the end zone with fourth and goal from 
the Syracuse 13 and four seconds left were 
a bot slimmer. 

‘Our football team had displayed as 
much class and character as it could and 
my decision was not to let them get beat 
if 1 could help it,” Dye said. “Our chances 
of scoring a touchdown were minimal in 
that situation, and I didn't want this group 
of seniors to go out as losers.” 

Losers they definitely weren't. During 
the 1987 seniors’ four years on the plains, 
the Tigers compiled a 36-11-2 record, one 
of the best in the SEC. In their final year 
as Tigers, this group of seniors also played 
a pivotal role in Aubum’s 9-1-2 record, 
shut Alabama out for the first time since 
1957, and became only the third group 
of Tiger seniors to close out their careers 
with an SEC championship. 


Football Tigers 
Begin Looking 
To 1988 Season 


What next? With the Tigers’ second 
straight victory over Alabama and Coach 
Pat Dye’s second SEC championship 
highlighting the 1987 season, what's in 
store for Aubum football in 1988? That's 
the question that Dye and his staff will 
be attempting to answer during recruiting, 


conditioning, and spring practice in the 
coming months. 

The answer to that question will have 
to come quickly, as the Tigers open the 
season the hard way against SEC opponent 
Kentucky. But though losses to graduation 
are severe, quality depth has become an 
Aubum strength under Dye. A number of 
underclassmen played regularly in the 
Tiger rotation during the season, giving 
them valuable experience for the coming 
campaign, when many will be called upon 
to assume starting roles. Dye also hopes 
the experience gained by both he and his 
staff following the Tigers’ 1983 champion 
ship season will help Auburn avoid 
another letdown like the one which 
followed in 1984 

The Tiger defense, which led the SEC 
in rushing defense, scoring defense, and 
quarterback sacks in 1987, will need help 
mainly at the linebacker and cornerback 
spots. The first order of business will be 
replacing a group of seniors that includes 
linebackers Kurt Crain, Aundray Bruce, 
and Edward Phillips, along with comer 
backs Alvin Briggs and Kevin Porter. 
Defensive line stalwart Nate Hill will also 
be gone, but the strength on Aubum's 
1988 defense will lie in a front line that 
returns All-American Tracy Rocker and 
Ron Stallworth at tackles, and Benji Roland 
at noseguard. David Rocker, who gained 
valuable experience filling in for brother 
Tracy after the latter's late season knec 
injury, should also help shore up the line. 

At linebacker, juniors Quentin Riggins 
and Craig Ogletree will be called on to 
replace Crain and Phillips, and both have 
shown all-star potential in the past 
Sophomore Steve Brown, who became 
known as a “big hitter” on this year's 
Specialty teams, is also expected to see 
regular action. 


In the secondary, senior Carlo Cheatom 
and junior Greg Staples both return with 
experience at safety, but the comerbacks 
will likely come from among a group that 
includes sophomores John Wiley, Eric 
Ramsey, Perry Reed, and junior Dominko 
Anderson. Though relatively inexpe 
tienced, Wiley and Reed both saw exten 
sive action in the Sugar Bowl, helping to 
hold Syracuse All-American quarterback 
Don McPherson to one of his worst 
passing games of the season. Junior Shan 
Morris, who sat out the 1987 season with 
a knee injury, may also retum to help in 
the defensive backfield. 

Offensively, the Tigers’ losses do not 
appear as extensive, although All 
American offensive tackle Stacy Searels 
and AILSEC quarterback Jeff Burger exit, 
along with fullback Reggie Ware, and 
tackle Eric Floyd. Replacing Burger, who 
piloted the Tigers’ revamped “Air Aubum 
offense to a 19-3-2 record during his two 
years as a starter, will be the most difficult 
task. The heir apparent to the job is strong 
armed junior Reggie Slack, who led the 
Tigers to a 38-7 thumping of Mississippi 
State in his only 1987 start. 

Improvement of the running game, 
which struggled in 1987, is a must if the 
Tigers are to successfully defend their SEC 
title. Sophomore Stacy Danley, who with 
4 carries for 468 yards finished 1987 as 
the Tigers’ leading rusher, will join fellow 
soph Harry Mose (54 carries for 256 yards) 
at tailback. James Joseph (26 carries, 101 
yards), who received a medical hardship 
after breaking his kneecap in the 
Tennessee game, will return as a sopho- 
more and should see action at both 
tailback and fullback Junior Vincent Harris 
(61 carries for 266 yards) will likely fill 
the fullback slot. The offensive backfield 
is a recruiting priority for the Tigers, who

Trustees Set New 
Standards for 
Admissions and 
Graduation 


Meeting at AUM on February 4, the 
Aubum Board of Trustees approved a new 
set of guidelines strengthening university 
admissions standards, increased require 
ments for acceptance of standardized test 
scores and high school grade point 
averages in the admissions process, and 
set new standards for graduation. 

Based on recommendations made by 
the University Senate, the new admission 
standards require a prospective student to 
have a high school diploma and high 
school coursework consisting of four years 
of English; three years of math including 
Algebra | and I, and one year of geometry, 
trigonometry, calculus, or analysis; a year 
of biology and a year of physical sciences; 
and three years of social sciences selected 
fr economics, government, 
geography anthropology. Recom 
mended but not required are one addi 
tor f science, social studies, 
1 foreign language. This compares to 
the current requirement of 16 high school

Combined with the new coursework 
requirements are stricter guidelines for 
standardized test scores and GPAs. For 
Alabama residents and children of Auburn 
alumni, these call for a minimum score 
of 18 on the American College Test (ACT) 
or 870 on the Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT), plus a minimum 2.0 GPA (on a 
4.0 scale) on the courses listed in the high 
school coursework requirement.

University Senate 
Approves New 
Core Curriculum 


After more than two years of work and 
debate on the issue, the University Senate 
recently approved 
enhancement of

lum. mmendation will 
now be sent to president and the 
Board of Trustees for further action. 

The core adopted by the senate calls 
for 63 hours of classes which would be 
taken by all students, regardless of their 
curriculum. Courses included in the core. 
and the number of hours required, 


include: English composition, 5; foreign 


language, 5 (to be no less than the final 
class in the first-year sequence); math, 5; 
logic, 3; world history, 9; great books, 9; 
science, 15; social science, 9; and fine arts, 
3. The senate's proposed core represents 
an increase of 10 hours over Auburn's 
Current core requirement, which calls for 
nine hours of English composition, five 
hours of math or philosophy, nine hours 
of history or literature, 10 hours of science, 
and 20 hours of electives. 

In addition to the five hours of English 
composition required by the new core, 
additional writing reinforcement would 
also be required in classes in other 
curricula. Many junior and above level 
classes would require a minimum of 2,400 
words of writing assignments, which 
would be graded not only for subject 
content, but also for writing style and 
grammar. Such classes would be noted 
with the designation WR, for writing 
reinforcement. Another innovation would 
be the introduction of a great books series, 
which would include reading, interpreta 
tion, and discussion of selected works by 
such authors as Aristotle, Virgil, Shakes- 
peare, and Thomas Jefferson. 

According to J. T. Vaughan, dean of 
the College of Veterinary Medicine and 
chair of the senate’s core curriculum 
committee, the proposed core is inten. 
tionally more rigid than the one currently 
in effect. “The existing core is an excellent 
base on which to build a new core,” he 
said. “The main reason it is less effective 
than what we are proposing is because 
it has become a core in name only. We've 
seen such widespread substitution within 
the existing core that the nine hours of 
English composition has become the only 
non negotiable item. 

Flexibility in this case is not a virwe,” 
Dean Vaughan continued. “If flexibility 
becomes compromise, then it’s an 
indictment of weakness. Our aim for the 
proposed core is to insure against 
substitution. 

Although the new core has passed an 
initial hurdle with senate approval, a 
number of programs on campus remain 
Opposed to it since the 10-hour increase 
in class requirements would have to be 
made up by departments revising their 
curricula to incorporate the core and still 
hot exceed the 210-hour requirement for 
duation 
Dean Vaughan noted that there are still 
a number of obstacles to be overcome 
before the new core can be adopted. “The 


senate's approval of the core shows the 
faculty's determination to put some 
muscle into the academics of the 
institution,” he said. “In all likelihood, it 
cannot be fitted into the current budget 
or implemented with Aubum's current 
human resources. Implementation will 
require imagination on the part of the 
administration and the trustees, and 
ultimately by the state legislature.

Dr. Thomp- 
son will also be responsible for program 
ming at the Auburn University Hotel and 
Conference Center when it is completed 
this fall. 

Since coming to Auburn from the 
Virginia Cooperative Extension Service, 
where she was associate dean and assistant 
director for support systems, Dr. Thomp 
son has overseen the linking of all ACES 
county offices through a computer 
network. 


Winter Quarter 
Enrollment is 
New AU Record 


Winter quarter enrollment at Aubum 
totalled a record 18,730, an increase of 
2.1 percent over last year’s previous record 
of 18,352. Both undergraduate and 
graduate enrollment saw increases, with 
the number of graduate students up a full 
8 percent. 

The record winter enrollment follows 
a record fall quarter in which 19,502 
students were enrolled—the largest 
single-campus enroliment in Alabama 
history. 


Auburn Education 
Chosen for 
Danforth Study 


The Aubum College of Education is 
one of six university education programs 
in the nation selected to participate in the 
Danforth Program for Professors of School 
Administration, a privately-funded project 
to improve school administration. The 
program is sponsored by the Danforth 
Foundation, a St. Louis based organization 
which suppons a variety of programs 
encouraging faculty development in 
higher education. 

Professors from cach university will 
assess current programs and methods for 
preparation of school administrators, 
idemify needed improvements, then 
design, implement and evaluate alterna 
tives. The Foundation will provide finan 
cial and personne! resources to the faculty 
teams at each participating university 

Lands Trentham, acting head of the 
Department of Educational Foundations, 
Leadership and Technology, will head 
Auburn's faculty team. Other members 
include department faculty members 
Paula Shon, Darla Twale, John Martin, and 
Uoyd Robison. In addition to Auburm. 
other universities participating in the 18 
month project include Arizona State 
University, Fordham University, Miami 
University of Ohio, Temple University, and 
the University of Kansas.

Shades Valley Sewage Treatment Plant. He 
also built many airports, camps, and other 
projects for the Army and Navy during 
World War Il, including the Craig Field 
at Selma. Later Mr. Goodwin developed 
several large natural gas transmission 
companies, including the South Georgia 
Natural Gas Company—which runs gas 
from Phenix City, Ala, to Tallahassee, Fla. 

the Southeast Alabama Gas District, which 
serves all of South Alabama from Mont 

gomery to Dothan; and Carolina Pipeline 
Company, which serves the major portion 
of South Carolina with offices in Colum 
bia, S.C. Mr. Goodwin was chairman and 
chief executive officer of Carolina Pipeline 
for 25 years before it merged with South 
Carolina Electric and Gas in 1982, when 
Mr. Goodwin retired from business to look 
after his personal affairs 

Among his many services to Aubum, 
Mr. Goodwin is a member of the Auburn 
University Foundation Board, sponsor of 
the Aubum University Generations Fund 
which raised $111 million for the univer 
sity. Over the years, Mr. Goodwin and his 
family have made several gifts to Aubum 
supporting the library, the College of 
Veterinary Medicine, professorships, 
scholarships, and the Auburn University 
Band, which is housed in Goodwin Music 
Building, named in Mr. Goodwin's honor. 
He received an honorary doctorate from 
Aubum in 1976. 

The Eminent Scholars Program was 
created in 1985 by the Alabama Legisla 
ture, which initially allocated $9 million 
for universities to use as leverage for 
seeking private suppor for professorships 
to attract world-class scholars. Dr. Martin 
Originated the program in the state and 
successfully sought support for the bill 
that created it 


Under the plan, which was sponsored 
by Rep. Jim Campbell of Anniston, 
universities get $400,000 in state funds if 
they raise $600,000 in private funds. The 
$1 million is invested and the interest used 
to perpetually fund an Eminent Scholar 
Chair 

According to Jerry F. Smith, executive 
director of development, Goodwin's gift 
brings to seven the number of Eminent 
Scholar private commitments received by 
Auburn University for its main campus. 
Two full chairs and most of another have 
been matched by the state, and distribu 
tion of $2.2 million in additional state 
appropriations this year is expected to 
provide matching funds for an additional 
chair and possibly part of another. Aubum 
currently has raised more Eminent Scholar 
private funding than the state has provided 
funds for matching 

“We would like to see the legislature 
keep and increase this public/private 
pannership of suppor going, especially 
since more private funding has been 
raised than the state has been able to 
match so far,” Dr. Martin said. 

“These chairs attract the nationally 
recognized, top-flight scholars who bring 
with them a wealth of talent from which 
all of Alabama's universities can benefit.” 


Smith’s Poetry 
Honored with 
Brockman Prize

residents will be required to have min: 
imum scores of 21 (ACT) or 970 (SAT), 
along with a 2.5 or higher GPA. 

For transfer to Auburn, students with 
47 of fewer transferable credit hours will 
be required to meet all freshmen admis 
sion standards and have a 2.5 GPA on all 
college work. For transfers with 48 or more 
transferable hours, a minimum 2.5 GPA 
on all college work attempted is required, 
plus a minimum 2.5 GPA in at least 30 
credit hours of standard academic courses 
required by Auburn's core curriculum. 
These included at least three quarter hours 
in English, history, math, and natural 
science. While these are minimum stand 
ards for admission and transfer to Auburn, 
specific schools and colleges may have 
further requirements. 

In addition to new admission standards 
making it tougher to get into Auburn, new 
degree standards will also make it tougher 
to get out. New guidelines for graduation 
require a 2.0 GPA on all work ina student's 
major and a 2.0 GPA on all Auburm or 
transfer work applied to a degree. Current 
standards require a 2.0 GPA on all credit 
accepted for graduation and, for transfer 


students, a 2.0 GPA on Auburn course 
credits in their curriculum which are 
applied toward graduation. 

The new admissions and transfer 
guidelines will go into effect in fall 
quarter, 1990. The new graduation guide- 
lines will be implemented fall quarter, 
1994, or six years after the publication of 
the new standards in the academic catalog, 
whichever comes later. 

In academic matters, the board 
approved new doctoral programs in the 
Departments of Family and Child Devel- 
opment and Pharmaceutical Sciences, 
pending approval by the Alabama 
Commission on Higher Education, and 
okayed the establishment of a non-thesis 
master's program in English which will 
Trequire more classwork than the current 
thesis option. The board also approved 
the renaming of the Department of Health, 
Physical Education and Recreation to the 
Department of Health and Human Perfor 
mance. 

In other action, the board approved 
the appointment of Dr. Ann Thompson, 
acting vice president for extension and 
director of the Alabama Cooperative 
Extension Service, to the position of vice 
president for extension. (See story, page 
2) 


AU Business One of 
Fastest Growing 
Areas of Study 


Better employment prospects, 
improved opportunities for women, and 
4 positive perception of business studies 
have helped the College of Business 
become one of Aubum’s fastest-growing 
academic units. As of fall quarter, a record 
3,760 students—41.5 percent of them 
women—were enrolled in business, 
making up 19.3 percent ofthe total Aubum 
enrollment of 19,502. In the past five years, 
business enrollment on the Plains has 
increased 42.4 percent. 

According to Dean Charles Kroncke, 
much of the recent growth has come about 
due to a change in the way people view 
a business career. “Compared to recent 
years, the eighties are a far more conser- 
vative time and students are more realistic 
in that they know they have to do 
something for themselves,” he said. “The 
word is getting around that the study of 
business administration is interesting and 
that business schools are a good place 
to lea the analytical skills so important 
to most of today's careers.” 

While the continuing growth has 
caused some problems for the college, 
Dean Kroncke views the overall effect as 
positive. Auburn is responding to the 
increased interest in the business curric- 
ulum by adding faculty as funds permit, 
filling classes to the maximum level, and 
offering business minors to students in 
other areas of study. Dean Kroncke also 
said the college is re-examining some of 
its programs in an effort to ensure that 
it provides a broad educational 
experience for its students. 

“We cannot let our business schools 
become simple trade schools. With so 
many students choosing to go to univer 
sities through colleges of business, it is 
incumbent upon business faculty 
members to think in terms of the general 


educational needs of society.”

Here and There— 
An Appealing Idea

Several months ago, a number of people seemed 
intent upon promoting legislation to establish 
English as the official language of the United States. 
As I remember it, plans for national 
action followed successful adop- 
tion of similar legislation in two or 
three or more states. Apparently, 
everything was building toward an 
intense national drive, and then the 
< efforn. subsided. However, the lull 

Roden which followed and which con. 
tinues at this moment presumably is only tempor. 
ary, since all the reasons which gave the movement 
its initial impetus still exist. 

When the subject first arose, I did not give it 
the attention it probably deserves. To me, English 
already was and always had been the official 
language of the United States by clear and 
indisputable implication. Thus, | saw little reason 
for going to any trouble and expense to affirm the 
obvious. Since then, several events have reminded 
me that these are quibbling and litigious times 
when one should not take anything imponant for 
gramed. 

Therefore, when the movement to designate 
English as the official language of the United States 
fegains momentum, | probably will become a 
supporter. However, | desire to make my endorse 
ment contingent upon the stipulation that we 
proclaim standard English as the official language 
of our country. For a definition of standard English, 
an excerpt from the Prentice-Hall Handbook for 
Writers (fourth edition) will suffice: “Standard 
English desctibes the speaking and writing of 
cultivated people. It is the variety of spoken and 
written language which enjoys cultural prestige, and 
which is the medium of education, journalism, and 
literature.” 

The more one contemplates, the more appealing 
becomes the concept of adopting a national 
standard which embraces the language of cultivated 
discourse and cultivated writing as the medium 
of education. Making that standard explicit should 
prove a desirable corrective for some untamed 
educational experimentation which creeps into our 
classrooms from time to time under the guise of 
innovation. 


Mediocre Textbooks— During the past three years 
circumstances have led me to read through a 
number of textbooks of recent vintage. These works 
ranged from the first through the twelfth grade 
levels. A few of them were very good, but most 
of them were mediocre and boring, and all of them 
suffered from an obvious attempt to please 
everyone and offend no one. 

All of us need to remind ourselves from time 
to time to take some of the pressure off textbook 
authors, publishers, and public school teachers so 
that they can and will take the risks which 
excellence demands.

Facts Matter—Normally, we consider a straight 
forward relation of unadulterated facts dull and 


tasteless. A good tale requires the spice of wit and 
the sauce of invention, and nobody enjoys a good 
tale better than I. But in recent times, | have come 
to appreciate more and more the importance of 
pure, unvarnished facts. 

Unfortunately, many of my recent students don't 
share my growing affection and respect for the 
verified and the verifiable. Somehow, we have 
brought up many young folk to believe that virtually 
everything is subject to personal interpretation and 
that one person's opinion is as good as another's. 
That attitude leaves us no common grounds for 
societal values, governmental regulations, or the 
pursuit of justice.

Reading and Writing

It's amazing how many things we take for 
granted. Living in a community in which education 
is the main product and where our work and our 
conversations are apt to be based on something 
we've read, I seldom think of there being illiterates 
around us. After all, Lee County shares with 
Huntsville the highest average educational level in 
Alabama. Consequently, I was amazed to hear of 
two instances in one week in which Alumnews 
staff members routinely were asked if they knew 
the alphabet, apparently a standard question these 
days if you're getting an Alabama driver's license 
Or an eye examination, but one which I had never 
heard in similar circumstances a few years back. 
Is the number of people who can't read and write 
growing? How many adults in Alabama can't do 
something you and I did by the end of the first 
grade? 

Anyone who's ever worked with, for, or around 
me knows how agitated I can get about the necessity 
of writing competent, standard English, no matter 
what one’s job is. But the people I'm fussing at 
when I go off on one of those diatribes are always 
high school—and often college—graduates. And, 
although they may find my insistence on the 
importance of spelling and grammar a bit 
inconvenient, there's never been a case of their 
not knowing their ABCs. 

Granted, the majority of Americans don’t think 
¢ducation is important. Annually we spend far more 
money on cigarettes, drugs, and alcohol than on 
education. College professors and American 
farmers each occupy approximately three percent 
of the nation’s jobs. Perhaps each is an endangered 
Species. Certainly, to use a Rodney Dangerfield 
&xpression, neither profession gets respect. 

A few years ago my husband's aunt and uncle 
Were dining out in Moscow while on a visit abroad,

Or when I read of an expected 
shortage of public school and college teachers. Or 
when I learn that another professor has left the 
teaching ranks for industry or an elementary or 
high school teacher has changed professions. Or 
that a line worker at GM often earns $15,000 more 
annually than the average Auburn teacher 

I thought of that story again recently when | 
read of the ever-increasing number of illiterate 
people in the United States and the damage that 
illiteracy is doing to our national productivity and 
to our way of life. 

According to a recent article by AP Business 
Writer Rick Gladstone, “The Department of 
Education estimates that 72 million Americans 
one out of three adults—may lack the reading and 
writing skills they need to find work. And the 
number is growing annually by more than 2 
million 

Look at any statistics about education, and you'll 
find that the US. is falling lower and lower on 
the intemational scale. And as illiteracy increases 
so do unemployment and crime. 

Once the richest, and most powerful, nation 
in the world, a nation built on the basis of the 
imporance of education of all its citizens, are we 
going to succumb to being second rate? Or worse? 
I don’t know about you, but I never wanted to 
live in an underdeveloped country 
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Say Thanks to a Professor

¢ of numerous performances and the 
constraints placed on the performers by 
4 the unwritten rules of “circus etiquette” 
make the clowns’ performance more 
¢ difficult than it appears. “Getting 
emotionally ready for as many as three 
shows a day isn’t easy, so 1 try and pace 
myself,” Banks explained. “And being a 
clown is hard in other ways. In stand-up 


ly comedy, the hardest part is getting up in 


front of the audience—anything goes as 
far as getting laughs. The circus is different 
because it’s family-oriented, and you have 
to entertain a broader audience while 
being more limited in what you can do 
to be funny. It's more of a challenge, but 
it's more rewarding too.” 

But the bright lights and satisfaction 
of performing are the glamorous side to 
circus life. Banks and his fellow clowns 
also must juggle the rigors of a six-day 
work week, the lack of job security 
inherent in one-year contracts, and the

and equipment. In addition, he uses much 
of his “free” time to tutor circus children 
in basic reading and writing skills. But 
Banks, one of eight children himself, is

Performing one's duties in an only slightly revamped 
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Book Review — 


J. Kenyon Rainer’s 
First Do No Harm 
Pulls No Punches

If you want a sugar-coated, reassuring 
look into the world of medicine, don't 
read First Do No Harm. In sharing his 
journey toward becoming a neurosur 
geon, J. Kenyon Rainer "72 gives the reader 
a fascinating view of medicine for what 
it really is: human. 

The doctors in this story aren't 
portrayed as gods, although the recounts 
of patients’ traumas provide plenty of 
heroes. And the problems don't magically 
resolve themselves. Instead, the reader 
leaves the book thinking and appreciating 
the difficulties of medicine—this, in and 
of itself, makes the story worthwhile and 
brings deserved credit to Dr. Rainer. 

The technical aspects of the book 
shouldn't intimidate readers. Dr. Rainer 
writes in amazing clarity as he describes 
the procedures involved in operating on 
the brain. We travel with him as he 
searches through the inner cavities of the 
brain in search of a life-threatening 
aneurysm or performs exploratory surgery 
on a six-year-old boy to discover a rare 
inflammatory condition. He shares many 
delicate operations with his readers; and, 
with each one, we see skills honed, 
decisions made, challenges accepted. But 
we also see tired surgeons, honest 
mistakes, and, of course, death. 

Early in the book, Dr, Rainer appears 
(through a flashback in the story) as a 
student at Aubum. A freshman in 1969, 
he and his brother, Kelly, a junior, lived 
with their parents in Auburn. The parents 
leave town for the weekend, and the 
young men promptly decide it's a good 
time for a fratemity party. Lessons are 
teamed quickly when Mom and Dad come 
home early and catch the boys amidst their 
frolicking. Dad evicts them from his 
house, and they arent invited back for 
six months. He welcomes his sons home 
and says, “All I can ask of you two boys 
is that you be honest. If you're honest, 
you can keep our name good, no matter 
what may happen in your lives.” 

Six years later that advice proved 
invaluable. As an intern at Mobile General 
Hospital, one of Dr, Rainer’s assignments 
was (wo months in the emergency room. 
Intems worked 24 hours on and 24 hours 
off. Eva Roberts was one of hundreds of 
Patients who passed through the emer. 
gency room doors. But, with Eva, Dr. 
Rainer had missed diagnosing something 
from her X-ray—a badly fractured ankle. 
The doctor recounts how, with horror, he 
realized his mistake after he saw the 
radiologist’s report several days later. He 
knew that she probably had already 
received treatment for the fracture, so a 
debate ensued in the intem’s mind on 
whether to call Eva and tell her his 
mistake. He feared a malpractice suit. 

But then he thought back to those 
words his father had spoken six years 
earlier. He called Eva to tell her of the 
fracture, make sure she had been treated, 
and apologize. She received his comments 
with anger. Three days later, the chief of 
Surgery informed Dr. Rainer that Eva 
Roberts’ attomey had scheduled a meet 
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ing. The attomey said, “I was prepared 
to file a $2-million medical malpractice 
‘suit against you, but my client changed 
her mind this moming. She said you were 
honest enough to call her to make sure 
she received proper medical care.” 

The meeting adjourned, but Dr. Rainer 
reflected on the absurdity of the situation: 
“Odd, | thought. I've made a thousand 
correct diagnoses and never received any 
money or even a compliment. I miss one 
diagnosis, and a lawyer wants $2 mil 
lion..how many lawyers could stay awake 
36 out of every 48 hours, seven days a 
week, and never make a mistake?” 

Alas, malpractice suits become a 
Necessary concem of all surgeons, and Dr. 
Rainer presents with candor his views on 
nuisance lawsuits and discusses alterna. 
tives. But First Do No Harm doesn't dwell 
on malpractice as a central theme. Rather, 
the theme revolves around one question: 
‘What does it take to become a neurosur. 

? 

Unfortunately, in Dr. Rainer's case, 
becoming a neurosurgeon meant sacrific 
ing his family life. Throughout the book, 
his family takes a back seat to the an of 
leaming surgical skills. Some of the most 
poignant moments of Firs Do No Harm 
involve Dr. Rainer's facing of the critical 
dilemma of patient vs. family. The reader 
sees how he and his wife drift apart, how 
the Rainer children—Laura and John 
look forward to Daddy coming home only 
to discover that an emergency surgery has 
claimed his hours once again. And we 
understand the unresolveable difficulty of 
the situation. How can the doctor look 
into the patient's imploring eyes and say, 
“T'm sorry, but I haven't seen my kids in 
two weeks and have to go home.”? The 
doctor can't and neither does Rainer. 

Dr. Rainer's training took him from 
Auburn to the University of Alabama to 
cam his medical degree, then to an 


neurosurgery 
of Tennessee Medical Center in Memphis. 
After his residency he remained in 
Memphis to become par of a neuro 
Surgery group. In 1983, when he was voted 
a full panner in the group, he had no 
one with whom to share the news. He 
and his wife had separated. In this context, 
the dedication of the book takes on 
enormous meaning. The dedication reads: 
“For Laura and John—I'll see you Satur 

In 1984 Dr. Rainer returned to Aubum 
and began his own practice. He is now 
Chief of Surgery at East Alabama Medical 
Center. His taining and practice has 
exposed him to the full spectrum of 
emotions. And, with Firs Do No Harm, 
he has shared some of those experiences. 
Naturally, some of a doctor's most 
emotional moments result from death, 
which Dr. Rainer calls “the constant 
companion.” He tells us how doctors train 
themselves to remain detached emotion 
ally from their patients, but sometimes the 
guard slips. Such was the case with Bobby, 
who was Dr. Rainer’s patient and friend 
for two years before dying of a malignant 
brain tumor. 

Critical decisions accompany the 
approach of death The reader gets an 
insightful look at the use and misuse of 
life support systems. But the book also 
shows the miraculous side of death as Dr. 
Rainer recounts several of his patients’ 
after life experiences. 


First Do No Harmis a well-written book 
that doesn't shy away from difficult 
questions. Dr. Rainer has provided us with 
a unique opportunity to see neurosurgery 
in both its triumphs and its failures.

Call the alumni office and give us 
your name and account number to have 
the fee removed from your account. 

I'm self-employed and have suf- 
ficient income to qualify for a card. 
Why was my application turned 
down? 


Some form of written verification of 
income is necessary before the Bankcard 
Center can approve an application. W-2 
forms, copies of tax retums, or a letter 
of credit from your bank are all acceptable. 

lam a new graduate and a member 
of the Alumni Association, but I was 
turned down for a card. Why? 

First Bankcard Center's general guide- 
lines for approval of credit require a 
monthly income of $1,500 for single 
persons and $2,000 for married persons, 
as well as one full year of employment. 
can have a parent co-sign for the card. 
The Alumni Association is currently 
working with First Bankcard to establish 
a lower level of credit which can be made 
available to new graduates. 

I'm a member of the Alumni 
Association, but I don't have many 
other credit cards and I was turned 
down due to insufficient credit 
references. What can I do? 

Other types of credit references, such 
as a letter from a landlord, can take the 
place of credit card accounts. Call the 
Alumni Office for more information. 

Can I convert my present Master- 
card or Visa into an “Auburn Spirit” 
Mastercard or Visa? 


No. While you can establish an “Aubum 
Spirit” card account and then transfer your 
balance from your present card, the 
program does not guarantee the same 
credit line which you may have with the 
old card. Also, there is no gold card 
currently available through the “Auburn 
Spirit” program. 

How does my use of the card 
benefit the Alumni Association? 

Every time you use your “Auburn Spirit” 
card, one percent of every dollar charged 
goes to the Alumni Association for use 
in enhancing reunions, club programs, 
and general operations. This helps enable 
the Association to provide better alumni 
services. 


AU Naval Historian 


Suggests Joint 
Action In Gulf

A joint naval operation by the United 
States and the Soviet Union might be the 
best way to keep the Persian Gulf sea lanes 
open during the Iran-Iraq war, says Dr. 
Frank L Owsley, a naval historian at 
Auburn. 

Dr. Owsley noted that President Reagan 
agreed to put US. flags on oil tankers of 
Iraqi ally Kuwait in an effort to keep Soviet 
influence from growing in the strategically 
imponant Persian Gulf. But, he said, 
cooperation between the superpowers 
may be more desirable than competition 
in the region, especially in view of the 
reluctance of European powers to get 
involved. 

Besides reducing tensions between the 
two superpowers, a joint naval operation 
could make Iran less willing to initiate 
attacks on Gulf shipping, Dr. Owsley said. 
But, he added, Iranian religious zealots 
are so unpredictable that nothing shor 
of total military defeat may deter them. 

In spite of possible advantages of US. — 
Soviet Cooperation, Dr. Owsley said the 
Reagan administration is not likely to 
consider a joint operation with the Soviets 
to head off Iranian attacks on Persian Gulf 
shipping. The president is too distrustful 
of the Soviets, partly because of past 
instances of Soviet opportunism, to agree 
to such a pact, he said.

Ifthat were to happen, Iran woul 
probably retaliate by launching a work 
wide terrorist campaign against U 
targets far from the gulf, he added. 

Dr. Owsley said he empathizes wil 
U. S leaders over the Ininian dilemma 
"We have never dealt with a country 
ignores all the rules of diplomacy and 
at its disposal a large amount of sophi 
ticated military equipment. I don't thi 
the Iranians care if we blow away half thei 
country. How do you fight a bunch 
crazies?” 


If Iran follows through with thres 
against U.S. vessels, the U. S. should 
quick action along the lines of the Libys 
raid, but it should not even consi 
invading Iran unless this country war 
to get bogged down in a long and hostil 
occupation, as the Russians have i 
Afghanistan, he said, 

Dr. Owsley said military force sh 
of an invasion may be the only alternati 
by which the U.S will be able to 
with Iran.
